LoNDOiri Not. 23.— A dlapatob ftom 
Choefoo' says ; The baokbone of Chinese 

resistance haa given way and tho mountain 
paaaea that lie between the great naval 
station and Pokin now eholtor tho soitterod 
remnunta of tho emperor's forces. Word 
has just reached here that Port Arthur foil 
uftor a battle thati lasted 17 hoars. 

The reports of the fighting are very 
moagro, but it is believed that 
both sides aulTdrod hoavily. China's loss, ii 
ia saiJ, exuoods that of .Japan, for, undia- 
ciplinod as tlio Emperor's aoldiera svero, thoy 
fought with tho desperation of tijjora. Tho 
attiick on Port Arthur by Japan's aeoond 
army under Gonoral Oya was so carefully 
planned th'vt when tho fire was opened the 
./apanceo troops aseailod tho city at ovoty 
point, Thi) fighting was terrible, but; 
w»8 only ended when tho Chinese, unable to 
stand the struggle any longer, withdrew in 
retreat to tho mountain paaees near by, 
leaving tho city at tho mercy of the foe. 
Tho fall of Port Arthur clears tho way to 
Poking for Japan. Whether or not that 
city will Buffer a like fate must depend 
upon what action China will take in a very 
feiv daya. Already China has asked for 
peuoB on tho terms of paying 250,000,000 
taolH, or §175,000,000, for it. With Pokin in 
peril no ono can estimate what figure Japan 
will plaoenponpeaoe.Theplansof theJapaneee 
for an advance upon Peking have inocecded 
completely. At Mbakden the advauoe 
through the interior was ao hazardous as to 
be almost impossible. The second army was 
sent to silenoo Port Arthur, and it 
has done ao. With the great 'naval station 
in Japan's hands, and with Japan'STictorious 
tleet guarding that place on the water aide, 
Ctdna's fleet is powerleaa. Japan on the 
oibec hand has.a.plear road by land around 
tbe Lieaoton gulf, thence along the westerly 
shores of the Gulf PeohiU to Tientsin. 
With tho Japanese army in pursuit, 
the Chineae must malce their laat 
stand in the^mouotains that are in tho path 
to Tientsin. These passes may bo hold for 
a long time if tho Chinese army can be rai- 
iiod Budioiently to make a ataud. 

It ia not believed, however, that China 
will continue the war any longer. Port 
Ai^vhur is regarded by alt European military 
and naval critics aa the key to one of Cbina's 
great defenoea, and without which ehe will 
bo at the mercy of the Japanese, 

On the water aide Port Arthur was pro- 
teobed by submarine mince, and more re- 
cently numerouB torpedoes were laid from 
the torpedo station and tha Chlnoae fleet. 
The last tiuatworthy report aa to the garri- 
son Was that 20,000 Uhineee troops, well 
armed, well drilled and fully provisioned 
noonpied the defences. The majority of the 
<6'000 persona who live in tho town in times 
of peaoo have moved. Three fingiiah ofli- 
cers have said within the laat month that 
the fall of Pott Arthor would probably end 
the war. 

Tho advance movement has been most 
oautiuua, aa tho ground for forty miles 
around Port Art! .- has been found fairly 
alive with powder mines connected with 
olectrio wires to Port Arthur. Three /days 
ago tho Japanese were within a day's mairch 
ol tbo fortress, bat it waa neeeaaary to send 
ahead a small scouting party to pick a route 
away from the mines and eleotrio wires. 
Tha regular roads cannot be used for tho 
artillery, as it would have been blown up, 
and acoordlDgly the big guns had to bo 
moved in cirouitoua routes through woods 
and inoraeses. The fortress was one of the 
strongest defenses of modern times, 

Washikijton, Nov. 2,3. —A Japanese dis- 
patch states that Chlua has intimated 
through U. S. Minister Donby its willing- 
nesH to pay an indemnity of 100, 000, (MK) 
taols, and, in addition, all tho war e.Kpcueoa 
inuurrnd by Japan. Aa tho war exponaus 
reach 1 r.l),IIOO,<KKJ t.iola, the total oir.ir ul 
China would bo 'J.^iO (»(K(,<I0() iiiel.4 A lael 
ia a Chinese silver coin worth about 75 oonts 
at tho present oxchanco. It is botiovud 
hero that arrangements between tho two 
nations could bo ciloctcd on tornia provid- 
ing for a aniuller indemnity. IL is expectod 
that Miniator Dcnby will transmit the offer 
by telegraph lo Tientsin and Shanghai and 
thonoo by cable lo Vokohaaiu. 

The ChincBo have lost tho moat powerful 
voaael of their navy, the groat battleship 
Chen Yuen, whioh atood tho brunt of tho 
fighting at Y»lu. A cable diapatoh received 
at tho navy department to-day atatoa that 
tho Chen Yuen in leaving Wolhaiwei harbor 
on tho i5th instant ocoidontally struck a tor- 
podo. She waa beached, but was rendered 
ueolcae for lack of docking facilitiea. In 
doepair at the catastrophe the commander. 
Commodore Lin oommlbtcd suicide. Tho 
Clion Yuen waa a magnificent fighting ma- 
chine. She was built in Korope in 1882, 
and waa 7,462 tons displaoement. It would 
.seem that the ship fell a Tiolim to one of tho 
torpedoes planted by the Chinese themselves 
to guard the entrance of Weihaiwei, whioh 
was tho last of the great naval atrongholda 
cf the empire save Port Arthur. 

LoNDo.v, Nov. 23. — A diapatoh from the 
CoQtral News correspondent in Shanghai 
says that tho ^Japanese captured Port Ar- 
thur on Wednesday evening. The fighting 
begun on Tuesday, Tho Chlnoae mado an 
unusually strong defence, and tho fighting 
waa severe ond inoos-iaut for fully thirty-six 
hours. IJoth aidea are reported to have lost 
heavily. The first attack of the Japanese 
drovQ in tho Chinese oatpoata. «<Heavy and 
inoeaeaut firing baa. been- going on since 
Tucaday, 

TiKNTSi>f, Nov. 2,'i. — Chief of tho Impe 
rial Customs Dietring, who waa recently 
summoned to Peking to confer with tho 
government aa to ways and . maana for rais- 
ing money for tho war, has left for Japan to 
arrange terms of peace. 

RiBOSUIMA, Nov. 2;i,— It la reported that 
China hiia intimated that sho will oCfer to 
pay a war indemnity of 100,000,000 taeis 
and all the war ezpenaea inonrred by Japan 
in addition. 

Ln Shnn-k'on (Port Arthur), Chhieie 



naval arsenal, ia sitnated at the extremity of 
the Manohurian peninsula, in tbe province 
of Shingking, In lotitude 38* 47' 36" N., and 
longitude 121° 15' ■lOi" E, It is a fine na- 
tural harbor, though not very exteneive, 
and connected with the sea by a narrow en- 
trance. It is strongly fortified and is armed 
with Krupp guns of heavy calibre. There 
is also a complete system of modern sub- 
marine mine defence. The steam baein, 
wharves and workahops have powerful eleo- 
trio llghte for night work, and along the 
coast dofoDcea there are powerful electric 
searcb lighta oommonding the approaohea to 
the port. The entrance to tho port has been 
deepened to 24 foot at low wa'erand a baain 
oonstruoted ineide, 1,476 feet in length by 
084 feet in breadth, with a depth of 36 
feet 6 in, at high water, 25 feet 6 in. at low 
water. The port is well found. There are 
5,181 feet of apaoioua quays with steam 
orunea from which tho vesaeis can bo com- 
miesionod and troops and crews embarked ; 
a dry dock 370 feet on tho blocks by 70 foot 
in width, whioh can bo emptied in five hours 
l)y a atoam pump ; a pair of shouro of 45-ton 
capacity j a small Braving dock for torpedo 
boats ; a graving clip, etc. There is also a 
torpedo catablinhment. A naval hospital, 
presided over by two Chineae dootora trained 
in tho viooroy'a hospital at Tienstin, has 
latoly been established. Tbe works, wliicli 
wore carried ont by a Frenoh syhdicnic, 
were completed at the latter end of 18110. 
This is the chief naval itatlon in China, and 
tho headquarters of tbe Pet Yang squa- 
dron. The civilian population of Lu Shun 
K'ou is abont 8,000 and inoreasing, and 
there ia a garrison of 6,000 trained aoldiera, 

THE DISPUTED DARDANELLES. 

PosslblUly That They ■\V1II Hhortly UeOiicnod 
to llen-of-War of All Nations. 

London, Nov. 23 — The St. Jamea'Gazette 
gives prominence to an article in which it 
says it is rumored that an app'ro&ohment has 

taken place between England and Russia, 
and that it is poaaible that tho atraita of tho 
DArdanelles, whioh have been closed to 
Russian and other men-of-war sinse the 
signing of the treaty of 1841, which was con- 
firmed by the Paris treoty of 1856, will 
shortfy be opened to men-of-war of all 
nations. The Gazette points out that 
the opening of the Dardanelica lo 
foreign ahips would have a disas- 
trous efToot upon England, and that 
it would neceesital^o a groat inorease in tho 
British morohant ll=ot. It would aeem that 
there is some baaia for the report that the 
Dardanelles are to be open to the paasing of 
Russian and other men-of-war, and a dis- 
patch from Odessa to the Loudon Times says 
a number of troops from the military dis- 
tricts of Odessa have been ordered to pro- 
ueed to Vladivostock and from the Russian 
war port to the northeast of Korea. It was 
asserted that these reinforcements are dis- 
patched to tho East entirely on account of 
the war between China and Japan. It shonld 
be added, however, that this is not the first 
time tha vessels of tbe Russian volunteer 
fleet have'pMse'd'lhirongli' the Dardanelles on 
their way to yiadivostcctc

LoNUOX, Nov. 23 — The Daily News cor- 
respondent in St. Petersburg confirms the 
report that the Grand Duke Yladimi^' will 
go as governor to the Caucasus. ' He will be 
succeeded as commander-in-chief of the St. 
Petersburg troops by the .Grand Duke Sor- 
gius, while the husband of Grand Duohees 
X enia will take the place of the Grand Duke 
Sergiua 

The Czar is displaying unexpected energy. 
It ia atated tbat be placed M. Wahl, Chief 
of the St. Petersburg police, under arrest 
for three daya in hia own reaidenoe for or- 
dering the Ooanteaa StrvganofiTa mourning 
decorations to be removed because they 
were erected withonb police permission ; 
aleo for treating the foreign newspaper re- 
porters badly. 

The News correspondent in Vienna aaya 
that the Czar will visit Berlin and Vienna 
in the spring, and will visit the Russian 
provinces with tho Empreoa in tho following 
aut umn. 

From Oileaaa tho News hears: "Owing 
to tho recent disturbances in tho university 
arising from Iho rector'.! proposal to aoud a 
wriath to Alexander's fuiieral, aovoral 
Hludenta have boon arrested in tho laat few 
liaya. Of nearly six hundred students, 200 
voiod to solid a wreath, while tho remainder 
refused," 



DYNAMlTEIiS FOILED. 

Substantial Evidence of the Bloody 'Work 
Designed by Slotera. 

CoLnHBCS, , Nov. 21. — A striking and 
important piece of evidence was prcaonted 
to tho Colonel Coit court of inquiry to-day. 
It was a basket containing forty sticks of 
dynamite, found oonoealed near the court 
house the morning aft«r tiM rioting at tbe 
W ashington oonm hoaie.. The find was kept 
R eeoret until to-day. It oonfirma tDe 
report that the rioters after the ahooting 
planned to blow up tho oourthonse troopa. 
Col. Coit was warned of this by telephone 
message. Placing troops in the balconieaof 
tho building, he ordered them to halt all 
persons attempting to approach tho court 
house that night and to fire upon any who 
refused to stop. Sovorui shots were fired at 
peraiatent akulkora and then all the rioters 
disappeared. It now seems probable that 
thia precaution prevented the angry mob 
from destroying the troops. -

THE GZ&B'S WEDDING. 

Details of the &.rrangement8— The FroceBsion 
—Decoration of the Palace Church 
for tho Occasion, 

London, Nov. 23. — The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Daily News says in a 
dispatch concerning the details of the wed- 
ding : 

" The bride will be dressed at the Grand 
Duke Sorgius' palace in the historic national 
costume and a email diamond crown. The 
procession will go to tho winter palace led 
by the Emperor's Cossack guard. Behind 
the military will come the master of cere- 
monios, the court marshula, the minister of 
the household, riding in a gilt carriage, sur- 
rounded by mountea otiicera, huntsmen and 
lackeys in gorgeous uniforms 'Xhe Czar 
^yill ride in a splendid modern chariot 
drawn by eight white horses with trappings 
of scarlec and gold. The ex-Czuina and the 
bride will ride in a carved and gilded car- 
riage preaented to the Empress of Ruasla in 
17.74 by Frederick the Qreat. The Imperial 
arms in jeweled panels are mounted with a 
jewaled drown. Six carriages, each drawn 
oy eight horses, will convey the Dnoheaaee 
and PriDoesaes. 

Xhe carriages belonged to the Empress 
'Catherine' and are costly works of art, paint- 
ed' by^attean, Puche and Gravello. After 
tbem will come a brilliant oavaloade of 
grand dukes, foreign prinoea, generala and 
court Udlea, followed by the Bmpreso' own 
Cossack gnards. It will otop at tho Kaesan 
cathedral. Tho bride will walk aloiia at 
the head of tho family to the platform, 
whore the metropolitan and olorgy will 
present tho miraculous imago of tho Holy 
Virgin of Kassan which ail will kiaa. 

Tho church is hung with flags and keys 
of captured fortresses and other war 
trophies. After tho prayer the imperial 
family will roturn to tho platform outaide 
where tho city delcgati b will do thorn 
homoge, and offer thorn brouil md 8!»lt on a 
^jolden salver. Tho party will ro enter the 
carriages and tho nroccsFjinn will go via the 
Newski to the W'mter palace, where the 
court diplom tts, delegates, eto., will bo as- 
Bomblod. Tho ceremony will be ptrforuieJ 
on a raised daia iu the palace church. 

Tho bride's godfather will load tho couple 
to the dais and tho cx-Czirim»'a confeeaor, 
Janisohoir, will begin the servico. The 
priest will plucu tlio two rini,'ii on the fingers 
of the brido and biidegroorn. Theao they 
will exchange thrice. VVhilo the choir sinxs 
the priest will join their hands and will 
cover the pair with his robe. The brides- 
maids and groomsmen will hold the mar- 
riage crowns over their heada, and tho 
priests will lead thrice around the dais. 
Eaoh will sip hot wine, which act is sym- 
bolical of their sharing everything, After 
the prayers the marriage will be declared 
effected and the bride's- new names will be 
.pronounced, and tho images will be kissed. 
The grand dinner afterwards will be tho only 
festivity, in nonsfqucnce of tho mourning.

Apia, Samoa, Oct, 7, — Correspondence of 
the United Press per steamer Mariposa : 

San Frakcisco, Nov. 2:i. — Peace still 
reigns in Samoa, although it is pcuco which 
would bo better described as onnod neutral- 
ity. No native taxes are forthcoming and 
the government's current expenses aro mot 
by tho proportion of oustoms revenue whioh 
the great powers have decided they are en- 
titled to. Naturally the whito residents 
who solely contribute towards this branch of 
revenue, are much disgruntled and the won- 
der is that they continue to be law abiding 
when no stops aro taken to enforce native 
taxation. The moat important event of the 
month has been the visic of the land com- 
missioners to the district Falealili, where 
they were permitted to eatablish themselves 
without molestation and during their stay 
had no cause of complaint against tho rebels 
residing there. On their return to Apia 
they expressed themselves as delighted with 
the work accomplished. The commissioners 
ars now preparing for a similar trip to Luti- 
lufi, tho capital town of the rebels in Atua, 
and their work there being accomplished 
they win ham completed 'their official in* 
qniry into the 'land claims in Samoa. 

The British warship Coraooa and the 
German man-of-war Buzzird are still In 
Apia harbor. Xhe former has been expect- 
ing her relief iot more than three months, 
but no definite information of it has been 
received up to the present time,

value wore a harmless delnaton, tboaa who 
have the welfare of the uountr^ ab heart 
might oontemplate ita spread with indiffer- 
enoe if nob with amugement, Bab ib ia vety 
far indood from being a harmlesi delnaton. 
The convertB to ib have votea and their lead- 
ers and teaohers are ambitioui. Their objeob 
avowodljr la to olecb men Co the Legislature 
favorubla to their views who will put this 
fancied power of governnjenb into aotioa. 
The L^glsUture which they would oleob 
would ouaot laws euabliog the GovntDcnenb 
to manufaoture as mneh money aa, in their 
opinion, the country need*, and would make 
ib obligatory on the people to take that 
money at ita faoo valuo io payment of debts 
new and old. They would besides, very 
likely, authorize the Government to lend 
this money to farmera and othera at a 
merely nominal rate of inteceat on aeoDEity 
khowQ by boalnesa mm to be loBaffialent. 

The consequenoea of such a oyBtem of 
monoy-making and mouoy-londing may be 
imogined. Tho debasement of the currency 
would alter values to such an extent that 
almoab everyone who had anything to lose 
would be mined and bhe credit of the ooaa- 
try, both at home and abroad, would be ut- 
terly destroyed. If, for instanoe, the ap- 
prehension that tho Government of tho 
United States proposed to pay its debts in 
depreciated sliver inatead^of gold created 
suoh a panio in the oonntry at (iiaarrasgod 
businesB in every part of it and 
brought aboht' the rnia of tboos- 
ands who wore conaiderod and who 
(^actually woro portoctly solvent, what oonae 
quenoea would the reality, or rather a ^reab 
deal worse than the reality, producs ? 
Silver Lb an artiole of intrinalo value, buti the 
paper nbioh the fiat money adroeates pro- 
pose to enbatltate for gold as a medium of 
exchange and a standard of value is intrinei- 
cally worthloBB. 

It should be romombered that the money 
which the Government woald oreate under 
the fiat moner system woald be irredeem' 
able, Ib would be, at its beab, of leas value 
than greenbaoks In the darheat period of 
the civil war, and would soon become aa 
worthleaa as waa tho paper money of tho 
Southern Confodoraoy after that war was 
over. 

We are more than surprised to learn that 
the organ of bha Fatroni of Ontario, the 
Farmer's Sun, devotes a large proportion of 
its apaoa to the advooaoy of an irredeemable 
paper currency, We thought that the 
farmers of Ontario were too intelligent and 
too shrewd to give their oonntenanoe and 
support to a newspaper that ventored to 
advocate the fantaabio and pernlotoaa money 
theories of the Amerloao Popoliaba.

FIAT MONET. 

There are Indications that the Patrons of 
Outario favor some one of the theories for 
creating cheap money that are believed in 
by the Populists of the United States. It 
is greatly to be hoped that no Qonsiderable 
anmber of the people of thia Dominion will 
entertain any of these mlaohierona and im- 
praotieable aoheineB, and that no politioal 
party will be farmed to embody any of 
them in Canadian legialation. 

The idea that Government can create 
money of any sort — can give value 
to that which Is intrinsically valueless — ia 
childish in the extreme. It ia as reasonable 
to aappoBs (bat goveroment oan by its mere 
word oreate wheat or oata or barley or eattle 
or ootion or wool, or asythlDg else that ia 
valnable, bb that it can oreate money out of 
material of little or no value. The man who 
would try to convince the public that ho had 
Invented a maohino which could out of ohafT 
manufacture good merchantable wheat would 
be quite aa unworthy of credit aa the man 
who tella the people thab government oan 
make money by setting a number of print- 
ing preBaes to work. ' 

The idea la so utterly prepoaterous that it 
might bo supposed that no one but a lunatic 
would try to disueiriinato it, and that none 
but idiots or savagea would pay tho least 
attention to faia ravings. But, unhappily, 
men who are oonaidered sane and who 
are in downright earnest propound 
theories which, when atripped of all dis- 
guises, are equally abeurd, and they find 
men in thousands, outside the lunatic asy- 
lums, who aocopt these theories aa economic 
truths which if pub ia practice would regen- 
erate society. 

Ib boa always been lound bhab, no matter 
how onreaBonable the doctrine is either in 
religion or politics thab Is acooptablo to any 
considerable proportion of the people, men, 
and men of education and talent, are ready 
industriously and even enthusiaaticolly to 
propagate it. Fiat money couaequonlly has 
had itB advocates and apostles in many 
lands and, notwlthatanding that tho expuri 
menb haa been tried and has signally failed 
over and over again, ambitious ond it may 
be sincere men do their boat to convince tho 
people among whom they live that tho crea- 
tion of money is a power inhereub in 
governmenta which they ought to uaofor the 
benefit of the people. Thme teaoheta of a 
miflobievoua and an Iroptactioablo economic 
doctrine are looked upon by their disciples 
as patriots and reformers, and when they 
are spoken againat and rcjooted by sane 
and practical pooplo, they are regarded as 
martyrs. 

If this belief that government oan make 
aa much or as little money as lb likes, and

It ia quiio oloar that tho gamo ia 
not worth tho cindlo to any of thoso di- 
reutly concerned, and the loaa and annoy- 
anoo to the public have been euoh that they 
will not hereafter be disposed to look upon 
strikes, under any circuniBtancaa, at all 
favorably. 

TBZ V. S. POST OFFIOJS. 

Those in the United States who expeoted 
to see tho Post UQice Belf-sugtaiDlog in a 
year or two must, when they road tho re- 
port of the First Assistant PoBtmaater-Gen- 
eral, havo been grievously diiappoiatsd, 
The showing Uat year was Ohe^tfol, There 
was a deficit bub it was a comparatively 
am all one, amoiiattng to only $506,763. 
Predictions then were made that in a very 
short tiino tho roveauo from the I'oat Oliioe 
Department would equal or, perhaps, ex- 
ceed tho expenditure. But the report 
for 1894 proves that the oalonlatlons 
of those prophetB— If prophets ever oalou. 
lato— were widely aabray. The deficiency 
of this fiscal year amounta to the immoaao 
sum of S9,L'II),!)35. Tho total cxpcndituro 
for 1894 was §84,23 1,-lM, and tho total re 
oeipts were §75,080,479. The falling off in 
revenue was something extraordinary, and 
is one of the many indioationaof the severity 
of the hard times in the Uai ted States. 

Tho franking priviloiio is very jjreatly 
ubuaed in tho United Statoa. The Dopart- 
meat ia required to oarry hundreds of tons 
of franked matter from whioh it does aob 
receive one cent of revenue. The members 
of Congress work their franking privilege 
for all it is worth and aomothing more. The 
Department complains about this eonewbab 
bitterly.

> A SEAYY PRIQB, 

The great national railroad atrika of laab 
summer laated only a few weeka, yeb the 
oalonlable lost ib oauaed Was simply enor* 
mouB, and It alao occasioned loBsea the ex- 
tent and amount of which it la impoBsiblo to 
compute. The report of the Strike Com- 
miBsion informa the world that the loaa to 
the 3,100 employes of tho Pullman firm in 
wages alona amounted to about $350,000. 
Tho nnmber of railway employes who*took 
part In bha strike Is ritokoned to he 100,000. 
Theio men lost in wagea alone $1,389,143. 
Thia makes the direct loss ho the atrikcra 
$1,739,143 I Thia waa a very heavy price to 
pay for the chanco of obtaining advantages 
whioh, If obtained, would have been of mora 
than gfieatienahle. benefit to the men them- 
selves and to the ooaatry In which they 
worked. 

Bab the losa in wagea repreasuta the small- 
est part of the loss to the men engaged in 
that strike. The agitation had no duubt a 
hurtfnl effect upon tfaouaanda of the men. 
It unsettled them and made them leas dia- 
poaed than they had previously been to work 
steadily and continuously, and we have no 
doubt bat that it effeotod tho utter ruin of 
not a few. Then tho menand those dependent 
on them needed thia million and three quarters 
of dollars for thoir present support and their 
fntnre oomfort. Very few people have any 
idea of what an immeoBe sum this ia and 
how greatly the men and their families 
BufTorcd and aro still suffeiing on acoount of 
the loaa of it. Railway men are not too 
well paid. Comparatively few of tho 
strikers had saved enough money to keep 
themselves and their families in oomf orb for 
any considerable time while they were idle. 
Very many depended upon the week's vvugea 
for the week's support, and Nvhcn no wugoa 
worooirncd any subatituto that could Lb con- 
tributed was inaulliciont to prevent privation 
and oven distress. Then who ia to oalcsulate 
in dollars and oeuta bhe anxiety and 
worry which the strike oansad both to the 
men themaelves and to thoir fumilioe. 
When everything ia considered it will have 
to bo admitted that tho railway strikeraijaid 
a very heavy price indeed for any advantage 
they could havo gained, aud wo do nob hear 
that thoy h»Ve gained any advantage at all. 
They drove the railway oompaniea into 
closer union, end they caused such wide 
alarm that the people generally warmly ap- 
proved of 'the interference of tho Federal 
Governmont. It is oonscquontly quoation- 
able whether tho cause of the railway en)- 
ployea haa bean in the least advanoed by the 
losses BuatBined by them, tho aaorlfiseB tbey 
mude.and the hardahipa and tblj privations 
thoy endurad. 

The loan to tho railway companies by tho 
strike waa very groat, but it did nob cause 
thoso who Buatainod it suoh porsonal 
oufFiirlng as thab whioh tho otnployeu 
brought on themselves. The loss from 
proper^ deetroyed, . the btxe of. detinty 
iharBhals and other inoldental expensea ia 
estimated at 9685,308, The loss of oarnin^'H 
of theroadsila oalonlated to ba $4,(j72,010, 
making a total of $5,;);i8,224 The loaa to the 
Governmenta, Federal, atato and Municipal, 
US well as to the community at large, la not 
given, but it muab have. been gte&t* .lieBV. 
ing this loss ont of the eatimatie it ia oal- 
oulated thab last aummec'* atrike oosb the

Ki'turn of MlBBloniirloK— .Numerous Converts- 
Is liiK Sliilliaoii'a I'oslllou by ,No 
MeiuiB .'iecure. 

San Francisco, Nov. 2.S.— Several Mor- 
mon eiders who have been doing three years' 
missionary aervioe for the church of the 
Latter Day Saints on tho Samoan and 
Friendly islands and inNew Z;aland, arrived 
on tho Mariposa. A Mormon mission in 
Samoa was established six years affo entirely 
among the natives and tlio Mormons say 
that groat progreaa has been mudo, there 
having boon -100 converts. There is a 
miaalon church on each Island. Tho 
church maintuina twenty cidora in 
tho Samoan iaiunda, each elder being 
expected to aervo three yeura. Oiio of tho 
eldora Bays ' ^'hen wu left alliiiia wore 
quiet a't Apia, but it is evident thut hoatili- 
tioa would breok out between tho nppoaiug 
forooa Immediatnly but for tho reatraining 
proaonon of tho Eiigliah and Gorman men-of- 
war. If left to thomaelvea there is no doubt 
in my mind that tho rebels will have trouble 
in overthrowing Mulletoa." 

With tho oldera wero two Samoan child- 
ren, oco a boy of 11 yoara, tho other a girl 
of 8, which is stated wero aold by tho na- 
tives. If it is shown that the Mormoos 
have no legal right to the boy and girl they 
will probably be asnt back to the Islanda.

VANCODVisa, Nov. 23 — ( Special )— Tho 
Colonist , representative inter view ed M r. 
Baidee on the fur trade. He apoke hopeful- 
ly of the oomiag season. Money is moving 
more freely, and orders are coming in fast. 
The spring oatoh waa the best in quality of 
any aoaaon for the past eight years, owing 
to the long cold winter, bear showing up to 
the best advantage though prices have ruled 
aonnewbat low. Black bear, mirtin and 
otter, as in previous years, are the moat 
plentiful. All animals, with the exception 
of mink, caught between now and next May 
will have prime A 1 fur ; mink will com- 
mence to fade on the firat of March, The 
aeason is peculiar for the number of large 
bears killed. Although we eanuot boast of 
tho marvellously large bear furs exported 
from tho State of California, the akinu have 
been running comparatively large. In 
tho past week a number of nine 
by five griz/liea have boon shipped 
from Vancouver to Now York and Boaton. 
In regard to alaughtoring deer tlio law haa 
boon obaorvod for bettor than in provioua 
yeara, comparatively few doo und fawn 
being slaughtered ouc of aduoini. Tho oIdbo 
season should comnionco, Mr. Kuldco thinks, 
a month earlier, as by Docbiiiber every one 
has had a surfeit of vonison, but atill the 
slaughter goes on until January and several 
thousand deer aro killed for the sake of the 
aport alone. 

Australian opossum are coming in to Van- 
couver over the new Australian-Canadian 
lino und aro being ahippcd from Vancouver 
wich'jidvantagc. They are as plentiful as 
rabbits in the Antipodev, but they are a 
very handsome fur and for imitation pur- 
poeoa could bo utilized to advantage. They 
sell in Vancouver at 75 cents for the best 
skins and 1,') cents for tho inferior ones.

BrBdstrcot'a Bay that the features of gea- 
ecAl trade for the week inqlude an incroaBo 
in tho distribution of holiday goods, of 
heavy clothing, hata, aoasonablo dry gooda, 
and at various points, of lu-.rdwaro and 
ahooa. Thia waa stimulated by the Beaaon- 
ably colder weather and a oontinuanco of 
tho feeling of confidenoo in a near-by im- 
provotnent in the demand. Trudo in wool 
16 quiet, but tho floeco wools ahow visibly 
tho elldct of tho conipotibiou of 
Australia. Tho total voluino of bank 
cloariDfis at "1 oitioa ia §1,019,000,000, 
almost exactly tho amount repeated in tho 
week before and 8 per cent, moro than iu 
tho third week of November, 1893. Thia iu 
tho most aatitfaotory comparison of weekly 
total* of clearings reported this year. There 
ia a downward tendency of prices, the only 
noteworthy advances being for cotton and 
coffee. The PaoiBo Coast makes another 
record In the matter of exports of wheat, 
Taooma having secured an unusually largo 
proportion of this bnsluess during late weeks. 
All the information points to the complete 
■uooess of the new government loan' of 
350,000,000. It is understood thab the Now 
York lianka, trust oompaniea and private 
bankora will subscribe for the entire issue or 
more on uthroo per cent, basis, and that'tbe 
banks, diri'ctly or indirectly will surrender 
their gold freely for tho purpose. The out- 
side B'jbaeripiiona are also expected to 
amount to a lurgo aum, and will insure a 
heavy over eubseriptiou of tho iasuo.

In- 
vestors sliow general conlidenco in tho 
(uture, and while often not ablo to Imy, 
stubbornly refuse to foil ; in fact, the tena-

TEE FALL ASSIZES. 



A Verdict of "Kot Guilty" iu the 
Celebrated " Trade Dol- 
lar " Case. 



Smith aud Hall Convicted of Passiufi: 
a Confederate Bill Lig:litly 
Dealt Wltb. 

The Aheren trial was continued in tho 
Assize oourt yeaterday morning at half-past 
ten o'clock. There were only two witnesses 
left to examine, Edward Lines and the ao- 

oused. 

Edward Lines, about 3 o'clock on Tuesday 
'afternoon, waa in the hallway of the Trade 
Dollar and saw Joste Edwards stowing away 
a roll of bills in her stocking, Hnsiey waa 
at that time lying on the lounge in tbe wine 
room, 

Joaeph Aheren, the accused, waa then 
worn ; he had left 127 Johnson etrcot about 
(j o'clock that morning, had mot Huaecy and 
the girl near the Trade Dollar, and at their 
rtquoat for a drink opened tho aaloon. Wit- 
ness left about 7 o'clock, went back thtro 
about 3 o'clock in the afternoon ; the girl 
and HuBsoy were there and wore noisy, and 
witness feeling " leery " because his license 
had not yet boon tranaforred to him told tbe 
bartender to order them cut. Had given 
proper ohange for the bills paid him for 
drinks; his conversation with Joaoy when 
he spoke of her leaving town after tho money 
was lost was for thn purpose of finding out 
whether she knew anything about tho 
money, 

Mr. Belyea in his address to the jury 
held that there was no evidence to show 
that Aheren conld be connected with taking 
the money at all. 

Mr. Irving, for the Crown, in going over 
theevidenoe stated that it looked vury strange 
that the bartender had not been brought 
as a witneaa for the d( fence. Then what 
posaible motive could aocuacd have bad for 
trying to get Joaey Edwards out of the 
country except to cover up tracks '.' 

His Lordahip iu summing up aaid that 
thia oaao represented one of the dark sides 
of Victoria life. Among the witneseea were 
a number of men who hud atood around in a 
aaloon and took drinka, perfectly careless a» 
to whether tho money paid over the bir 
waa tho prico of a woman's infamy. What 
th« jury had to find waa whether tho pris- 
oner took mouiy from Huesey and did not 
give back tho proper i;hange. 15y tho code, 
atoaling included a caso whero mcnicy hav- 
ng been paid over tho accuseil docliiiBd or 
reluaed or neglected to hand hack thu pro- 
per change. 

The jury after an bout's absonco brought 
in a verdict of "not guilty," and Aheren 
yf\kH dieoharged from custody. 

Smith and Hall, convicted of obtaining 
money under false pretences, wore brought 
up for aentence. '* 

His Lordahip having asked the prisonera 
what they had to say before sentence waa 
passed, Mr. S. Ferry Mills, their counsel, 
asked the oourt to deal leniently with Smith 
account of his youth and inexperience. 
He hoped also that in the case of Hall the 
oourt would take into oonsldsration the 
time ho had already been in prison since hia 
arrest. He also reminded the OOUrt of tho 
jury's strong recommendation to meroy. 

Hia Lordahip in delivering sentence said 
that ho conuiderod Smith mainly liable for 
tho olTonce. Ho was tho one who had tho 
note and had induced Hall to pass it. It 
was hardly thu reoklesa act of an imprudent 
youth, but a deliberate plan to pass tho 
bill. The sentence of the court was three 
months' imprisonment in each case.
